Lloyds, insurance underwriters, today 
lowered the odds against a European 
war within six months from 50 to 1, 
the rate set in February,. 1934, to 
6 2-3 to 1. 

The action was indicative of in- 
creasing fears because of the Spanish 
civil war and the Russo-German ver- 


bal controversy. 


The latest war risk premium is pay- 
able to ineure against total loss in 
event of a European war. The prem- 
iums requires 15 pounds (3875) _ to 
cover 100 pounds ($500) in event of 
total loss, compared to a premium in 
1934, of only two pounds 
($10). 

In July, before the Spanish revolu- 
tion, the odds were 10 to 1 against 
war.

NEWS BEHIND THE NEWS 
BY PAUL MALLON, 


FENCING WASHINGTON, Sept. 16.—First news that President 
Roosevelt was calling a conference of life insurance lead- 
ers/came as a tip from the last place you would look—aboard Governor 
Landon’s campaign train, rolling through New England. 
Almost simultaneously, the same tip was likewise flashed from the 
second most unbelievable source—aboard Colonel Frank Knox’s cam- 
laign train, chugging through Montana. 
i The twin tips arrived here together and were presented immediately 
ta the presidential secretary. He seemd to be blinded by the light. He 
hemmed, hawed, finally confirmed the information that, on the morrow, 
the President wOuld\meet the insurance men. That started as smart 
‘4 ver engaged an opposing presidential and vice 


cing match as 

presidential eahdiate, I was staged so adroitly that, in the end, there 

seemed to be some public doubt whether it had ever been held. 

LUNGE As note as the hidden disputed fragments can be pieced to- 
‘s getter, here is the story: 

Mr. Roodsevelt’s political associates thought Colonel Knox made a 
serious blunder in his Allentown speech when he said no life insurance 
policy is secure; no savings account is safe. They wanted to pounce 
on it in a bigger national way. Governor Earle, of Pennsylvania, had 
threatened suit, but this did not attract much national attention. Some- 
thing more was needed. 

A president could not answer a vice presidential candidate, or, in- 
deed, dignify him with notice. But more than one presidential asso- 
ciate saw what effective rebuttal it would be for Mr. Roosevelt to call 
the insurance people in and let them announce how very, very safe 
insurance policies are. 


Luckily, there was some minor extraneous presidential business pend- 
ing with the insurance companies, the question of co-operating on land 


Confidential invitations were issued and all would have been well, 
except the Republicans found out about it. You can have only one 
guess as to where their information came from. Only two groups knew 
about it, the insurance leaders and the presidential coterie. 


RECOIL The Republican national committee hastily purchased half 
an hour on the air for Colonel Knox that night for what 
was generally expected in New Deal circles to be an apology. The talk 
was arranged too late in the day for announcement in the afternoon 
papers. But the Republicans are not the only ones who can find out 
things they are not supposed to hear. Many a top New Deal official, 
including the topmost, remained home all evening to hear the apology. 
They were disappointed. Knox, instead, reiterated and amplified his 
charge. He based it on the economic grounds of inflationary uncer- 
tainty. Every insurance policyholder will get dollar for dollar due, but 
nobody, he said, knew what the dollar would be worth. 
This just about spoiled the play. It put the accusation on the basis

The surest answer was given by one of the insurance men, who said 
“an insurance policy is as safe as a government bond.” No one can} 
contest that deduction because the insurance companies are, next to the 
banks, the largest holders of the bonded federal bag.

HEALTH TALKS 


BY DR. WILLIAM BPADY. 


Friends, geeks, wiseacres, pin back 
your ears and amble on. Youn folk 
who can still think and learn, listen, 
A good many of the elect sutfer—wel!, 
we don't really suffer but we are sub- 
ject to recurring spelis of profuse wa- 
tery discharge trom the nasal mucous 
membrane, sudden running at the nose 
with more or less itching of nose and 
eyes and machine-gun sneezing. These 
spells come on usually in the morning 
and last for half an hour to the better 
part of the forenoon. There is no sys- 
temic disturbance, no malaise, no in- 
disposition. Merely the annoyance in 
the head. Stuffiness and stopping now 
of one nostril, now of the other. Kut 
no headache or general upset. A lit- 
tle techinees and brusqueness in be- 
havior, perhaps but nothing more. The 
spell ends as abruptly as it began. 

Numskulls attribute such a reaction 
to drafts, change of weather, insuffi- 
cient clothing, insufficient heat, wet 
feet or what have you. They turn on 
the heat or turn off the breeze, and 
presto, in a little while the reaction 
is past—what better proof could any 
ninnyhammer want and aren't some 
doctors quite crazy? 

Besides the horrific title mentione:, 
this characteristic condition is known 
as hyperesthetic rhinitis, vasomotor 
rhinitis, atopie coryza, and_ allergic: 
distemper. You pays your guinea and 
takes your choice, 

We had better tackle these trick 
terms and get them out of the way 
first. Hyperesthetic means excessive 
sensibility, and rhinitis means inflam- 
mation in the nose. Vasomotor refers 
to the sympathetic nervous mechanism 
that controls the caliber of the arteri- 
oles—contraction and dilation of arte- 
rioles determine the distribution of the 
blood. Atopic means allergic, and al- 
lergic means hypersensitiveness to cer- 
tain substances (proteins) which enter 
the body by other routes than normal 
digestion, for instance inhalation of 
orris root or particles of canary feath- 
er, or absorption of incompletely di- 
gested wheat flour or egg albumen. 

Where this characteristic reaction 
recurs frequently enough to become a 
nuisance, there is only one way to de- 
termine the specific cause and obtain 
relief, and that is by a series of skin 
tests with various groups of purified 
attenuated protein extracts. These 
tests can be made only by the phr- 
sician. They should not be made im- 
mediately after an attack of rhinor- 
rhea, for they may give false infor- 
mation then. The specific protein 
or proteins having been determined, 
the patient can be immunized against 
them by graduated doses or in some 
instances it may be feasible to avoid 
further contact with the specifie tac- 
tor, for instance by giving away the 
parrot, switching from rice powder to 
plain talcum or cutting down one’s 
toast ration to an amount within ones 
tolerance.

THE WHITE HOUSE, WASHINGTON, Tuesday.—At 6 o'clock on 
Monday night 1 walked into the Colony Club in New York city .with a 
sinking heart and that peculiar feeling one sometimes gets in the depths 
of one’s anatomy when about to do something one dreads and wishes 
one had never promised to do. 

In a moment of enthusiasm my secretary told the publisher of Mar- 
tha Gellhorn’s book, ‘‘The Trouble I’ve Seen,” that when I read the first 
Story aloud at my home, the listeners wept. He jumped to the con- 
clusion that this was a tribute to my reading, whereas it was a tribute 
to a very remarkable piece of writing. He asked if I would read that 
story over again to some friends of his. 1 agreed with alacrity, for it 
was little enough for me to do, not only for a friend, but for a book 
which I feel on its own merits should be read by many people in the 
next few months. ?
